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Another Look at Results 
Of the Rio Congress 

The sun was nearing the horizon last 
July 3 when an estimated 185,000 people 
started slowly down the ramps of Mara- 
cana Stadium at Rio de Janeiro. The 
last words of the benediction were echo- 
ing in the massive concrete structure, and 
the gospel message preached by Billy 
Graham was fresh on the hearts and 
minds of the people. The 10th Baptist 
World Congress had just ended. 

W. E. Allen recalls that the shuffle of 
feet and quiet conversation was all that 
was heard for a time. Then suddenly 
someone began to sing a Portuguese gos- 
pel hymn. Others joined in, and soon a 
tremendous volume of song rolled 
through the building. The multitude 
sang one hymn after another, and what 
could have been an irksome march turned 
into an inspiration. Policemen, accus- 
tomed to rowdy crowds leaving the sta- 
dium, were amazed. 

Thousands of people found Christ that 
day in Maracana stadium. No count was 
possible of the sea of handkerchiefs 
waved to signify acceptance of the invi- 
tation made by Billy Graham. Architec- 
ture of the stadium prevented people 
from marching onto the field as is usually 
done in such evangelistic appeals. Coun- 
selors talked with as many new converts 
and inquirers as they could reach. One 
couple the counsellors failed to reach 
remained in the stadium after the crowd 
was gone, weeping in repentance and 
hoping for personal guidance in the big- 
gest decision they had ever faced. Miracu- 
lously, it seems, a Rio Baptist man re- 
turned to the stadium to recover a wrap 
his wife had dropped; he discovered the 
remaining couple and led them to a pro- 
fession of faith. 

That day and the week preceding, 
June 26-July 3, planted an abiding im- 
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pression on all Brazil—for the Brazilian 
people had witnessed a demonstration 
of evangelical Christianity. They had 
seen Baptists from 70 nations come to 
Rio to worship together and ‘‘confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God 
the Father.” Nothing like it had ever 
happened before in the nominally Catho- 
lic country. 

The dates have gone into Brazilian 
Baptist history as a turning point in 
evangelical Christianity in that land. 
Brazil’s religious history, says David 
Gomes, has been sharply divided into two 
distinct eras: before and after the Tenth 
Congress of the Baptist World Alliance.

The prime minister, who like his 
mother is a Baptist, has often said that 
much of his personal and political phil- 
osophy is due to the Christian teachings 
he received from his mother. It is re- 
ported that after he left home as an adult 
he made it a habit to either write or tele- 
phone his mother each day. 


New Bible Is Best Seller 


The latest translation of the New Tes- 
tament into English—The New English 
Bible—has jumped suddenly to the top 
of the best-seller list in English speaking 
countries around the world. 

The Baptist Union of Great Britain 
and Ireland was among the church bodies 
represented on a joint committee of 
scholars and literary advisors for the new 
translation. Its representatives included 
R. L. Child, principal emeritus of Re- 
gent’s Park College, Oxford; T. H. Rob- 
inson, formerly professor of semitics at 
the University College of South Wales, 
Cardiff; and Ernest A. Payne, general 
secretary of the Baptist Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

The new Bible is a translation of an- 
cient Greek and Latin manuscripts into 
contemporary English, rather than being 
simply a revision of the King James’ 
Version. The release date was the 350th 
anniversary of publication of the King 
James’ translation.

Robert S. Denny, associate secretary and director of youth 
work for the Baptist World Alliance, said that the Near East 
city, in the Holy Land area, was an overwhelming favorite 
of the 34 members of the Alliance Youth Committee in a 
mail poll. 


Exact date of the meeting is still undetermined, but Denny 
said it will be summer of 1963. 


The Sixth in a Series 


Previous world youth meetings have been held at Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, 1931; Zurich, Switzerland, 1937; Stockholm, 
Sweden, 1949; Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, 1953; and Toronto, 
Canada, 1958. 


A total of 8,022 young people from 67 countries officially 
registered at the Toronto conference. 


The choice of Beirut followed a meeting of the youth 
committee in Rio de Janeiro during the Baptist World Con- 
gress in 1960, in which invitations were narrowed down to 
three finalists—Beirut, Hong Kong, and either Sydney or 
Melbourne, Australia. The committee instructed Denny 
to investigate the ability of each of the cities to entertain 
the conference. 


Cordial Welcome from Lebanon and Jordan 


“There was no doubt about the ability of Hong Kong or 
Australian Baptists to play hosts to the international gather- 
ing,’ Denny said. To make certain, he personally flew to 
Lebanon to check out facilities at Beirut, and found the 
government and the tourist industry of both Lebanon and 
Jordan anxious to help Lebanese Baptists to accommodate 
the session. A mail ballot followed. 


Willie Wickramasinghe of Colombo, Ceylon, committee 
chairman, listed the more central location of the Near East 
city and its location near the Holy Land as key considerations 
in their decision. 


Tours to be Arranged 


An attendance goal of 2000 young people has been set. 
Tours will be arranged to Bible land areas and other historic 
spots in the Near East and Europe.

Hosts To 1963 Conference 


Arab Seminary Breaks Ground at Beirut 


The singing of “All Hail the Power 
of Jesus’ Name’’ re-echoed through the 
hills and floated out toward the blue 
Mediterranean on March 16 as some 40 
people gathered three miles from Beirut, 
Lebanon, to break ground for the Arab 
Baptist Theological Seminary’s perma- 
nent home. “Only those who have 
dreamed so long of a seminary for the 
Arab world can fully realize the signifi- 
cance of this service,” says President Fin- 
lay M. Graham, Southern Baptist mis- 
sionary. 

Graham started the dream toward ful- 
filment in 1953 with theological classes 
for three students in his Beirut home. 
The seminary itself finally opened on 
October 25, 1960, with 17 students, 12 
men and five women, from Egypt, Gaza, 
Jordan, and Lebanon. It is meeting in 
temporary quarters in downtown Beirut 
until its campus is ready for occupancy. 

At the groundbreaking service the 
Scripture lesson was read by Elias Saleebi, 
former president of the Lebanese Bap-

tist Convention, and prayer was led by 
missionary and national representatives 
from the various countries. Graham then 
reviewed the history of Baptists in the 
Arab world,’ showing that from the be- 
ginning the leaders felt a need for train- 
ing men and women for Christian service. 


The first spade of dirt was turned by 
Saleem Sharouk, oldest preacher and old- 
est Baptist in Lebanon, who has had 49 
years of Christian witness. There are 
more Baptist preachers in Lebanon today 
than there were church members when 
he joined the Beirut Baptist Church, 
Graham noted.

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A BRAZILIAN TELLS... 


How the Baptist World Congress 
Changed Religious Life in Brazil 


By DAVID GOMES 


HE RELIGIOUS HISTORY of Brazil has 

been sharply divided into two distinct 
eras: before and after the Tenth Congress 
of the Baptist World Alliance. 


The coming of the Baptists of the 
world to Latin America, a nominally 
Roman Catholic continent, has left a 
profound effect on our people, our news- 
papers, our government. All evangel- 
ical work has gained respect and prestige 
heretofore unknown in Brazil. Let me 
illustrate. 


Changes in The Press 

Recently I was flying over Brazil’s 
far hinterland. I read in a magazine 
aboard the plane some news about minor 
evangelical gatherings. This story was 
printed in a conspicuous space, and in a 
good magazine. This would not have 
been possible before the Baptist Congress 
brought an impact to Brazil. The only 
way we got Baptist news into the papers 
before the Congress was to pay for it 
like advertising. 

A Presbyterian church leader bears me 
out on this. The Presbyterians had a 
world congress in Brazil just a year 
before the Baptist meeting. The news- 
.papers denied them any publicity, and 
some papers even refused to sell them 
advertising space. 

These same newspapers—impressed by 
the Baptist crowds—gave abundant pub- 
licity (for free) to the Baptist meeting, 
and, as if it had been habit forming, 
they are now opening their pages to all 
protestant groups. 


Changes In Individual Testimonies 
We Baptists have seen the profound

effect of the Congress on our own 
churches. Attendance has increased, and 
more and more people are making pro- 
fessions of faith and asking for baptism. 
The evangelistic fervor also has spread 
to other churches. A Congregational 
pastor told me of one of his members, 
a timid soul, who had always declined 
to join in testimony meetings because he 
was afraid it would bring him opposition 
in his business. But after the Congress, 
this gentleman is, according to his pastor, 
“on fire for the Lord.” He now talks 
his religion in public, saying courage- 
ously: ‘Did you see our great congress? 
Protestants are really getting strong 
here!” 

A young pastor in Parana told me re- 
cently: ‘Since the Congress we never 
sing that little chorus that presents us 
as ‘a small but happy people.’ Now 
everybody sings it that we are ‘a great 
and happy people’.” 

Many people pledged to help distribute 
the Scriptures to all the people of Brazil 
by selling or giving away one Bible a 
month. Now they are saying this is not 
fast enough, and some are trying to dis- 
tribute a Bible every day. 


Changes in Political Spheres 

I went to a director of the Brazilian 
National Education Council to request 
a decision concerning our Baptist educa- 
tional program in interior Brazil. He 


received my colleague and me graciously 
and granted our request. Then, our busi- 
ness ended, he invited us to go to his 
home with him to pray for his new-born 
baby. Baptists are now known as a 
new and strong people. 


That the Congress struck a note for 
religious liberty and church-state separa- 
tion is evidenced in an article in O Globo, 
the day I am writing this article (March 
9, 1961). It tells of a session of the 
Guanabara legislature in which one of 
the deputies (Congressmen) declared: 
“The Cardinal of Brazil has no authority 
to make voice to discuss political matters. 
He should take care of religious issues.” 


People have often said such things in 
private. But that it is said by a public 
official and then reported in a daily news- 
paper is indicative of a tremendous prot- 
estant prestige opening new fields of 
courage to Brazilians in general. 


Interesting By-Products 


It is customary for the Brazilian Coffee 
Department to serve free coffee—Brazil’s 
famed beverage—to international gath- 
erings. They did so for the congress. 
After the congress ended, a coffee official 
said: “This is the first congress we have 
served in which all the cups were left.” 


A Rio policeman who directed traffic 
and supervised the comings and goings 
of 13,000 registered delegates said: “We 
had little work to do. Baptists mind 
orders and don’t make agitation.” And 
a dentist who visited the meeting was 
astonished to find that his forgotten 
umbrella was still safe 24 hours later. 


You can imagine the effect of such 
commentaries, especially those which 
come from unbelievers. News like this 
spreads fast and has given good results 
in our soul winning efforts. 


Presentation of the Sunday services— 
two Sundays—on television made a great 
impression on everybody in the Rio view- 
ing area. Many people who heard Billy 
Graham in the last service on television 
either made their own professions of faith 
in their home or phoned the Baptist pub- 
lishing house the next week for the name 
of some pastor with whom they could 
talk about their soul. A phonograph 
record of Graham’s sermon has been pre- 
pared and is being played all over Brazil 
—even in the coffee houses.

Immediately after the congress, mem- 
bers of the coordination committee gave 
Bibles to many public officials and others 
who helped or facilitated the work of 
the congress. Many other people who 
did not receive Bibles asked for copies. 
Their requests were granted. 

The influence of the personal witness- 
ing by delegates was stamped, perhaps 
indelibly, on waiters, taxi drivers, clerks, 
policemen, hotel managers, business 
people, airline personnel and others. The 
Bibles and gospel portions which visitors 
handed to Brazilians will continue to bear 
fruit for years. 

A Rio pastor was asked recently how 
things are going in his church. “Well,” 
he said, “I baptized 17 last Sunday and

things have been booming since the con- 
gress. The pastor of one church of 
380 members reported 65 baptisms in 
1960. A neighboring church had 67, and 
still another had 95. One church con- 
ducting a “week” of evangelistic serv- 
ices found the response so great the time 
had to be extended to a second and then 
to a third week. 


Conclusion 

We people of Brazil who helped en- 
tertain the Congress know that God 
blessed abundantly the deep concern we 
felt through days and months of plan- 
ning. The whole work of evangelical 
churches was strengthened in Brazil and 
all of Latin America, many souls were 
saved, and God was glorified. 

Now everybody is thinking about the 
11th Baptist World Congress in Miami 
Beach, USA, in 1965. We hope the 
Baptists of the world will come together 
once more, trusting God, to praise his 
name. We are certain that great things 
are in store for us at this next Congress, 
to be held in beautiful North America.

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SOUTH AFRICA: 


Churches Are 


The South African government has 
announced that it will not enforce 
apartheid (segregation) in churches or 
mosques. This is a shift of position from 
interpretation originally given to the Na- 
tive Laws Amendment Bill adopted by 
the South African parliament in 1958. 

When the 1958 bill was being dis- 
cussed by parliament, the Baptist Union 
of South Africa asserted in a strong res- 
olution the intention of the churches to 
continue to welcome people of all races 
in their services. 

“Whatever legislation may be to the 
contrary,” the Baptist Union declared, 
“We must continue to witness to our 
Christian unity with members of all 
races, whatever their nation or color. The 
proposed bill will compel law-abiding 
Baptists, together with many members of 
other churches, to violate the law. This 
we do not desire to do. But where con- 
science and legislation conflict we must 


NEW ZEALAND: 
Frugal Plowman Gives

A PLOWMAN who lived in a cart- 
shed has left over £2300 to the New 
Zealand Baptist Missionary Society. 

Oliver Bostock began life as a plow- 
man in the rich Hawkes Bay area. He 
was a genius at doing with the simple 
things. For instance, he would pluck a 
leaf in a field to dry a dish that had 
been rinsed in a barrel of rain water, 
and then he would sit down on an up- 
turned bucket with his minister to allo- 
cate his tithe. 

The shed in which he lived had no 
light other than a candle. It had no 
running water and none of the pleasures 
of life, ordinarily considered essential in 
a country like New Zealand. Oliver 
dreamed all his life of building a home, 
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Exempted from Apartheid Law 


take our stand wit hour conscience, what- 
ever the consequences may be.” 

The group also declared: “As a de- 
nomination we recognize the supreme 
lordship of Christ.

In a statement issued in early April 
by the South African Information Serv- 
ice and reported to THE Baptist WorRLD 
by Glyn Tudor of Capetown, a member 
of the Baptist World Alliance Executive 
Committee, P. W. Bethea, deputy min- 
ister of the interior, said: 

“In certain circles a misunderstanding 
exists that through the application of the 
Group Areas Act, it is not possible to 
worship in certain churches or mosques, 
and that such buildings are in danger of 
being sold or demolished.” 

Bethea pointed out that a proclama- 
tion in 1960 restricted enforcement of

Minister Named Ambassador 


John Scott Everton, a Baptist minister 
and one time professor of religion at 
Grinnell College, Iowa, has been named 
by President Kennedy as USA Ambas- 
sador to Burma. Everton, most recently 
associated with the Ford Foundation of 
New York, was educated at the Uni- 
versity of Redlands, a Baptist school, and 
Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, also 
a Baptist institution. He later received a 
Ph.D. degree from Yale University.

NIGERIA: 


Tiv Converts Baptized 


Thirty-two Tiv people, members of a 
remote tribe located out from Keffi, in the 
Northern region of Nigeria, were bap- 
tized recently by James D. Johnston, a 
Southern Baptist USA missionary. This 
is the first time Baptists have had a bap- 
tismal service in Tiv country. 


TANGANYIKA: 
Work Opens at Tanga 


Baptist services were held in Tanga, 
a seaport and provincial capital of about 
30,000 people on Easter Sunday. It was 
the first Baptist service in the area, and 
the people met in the African section of 
town. 


SOUTH AFRICA: 
New Youth Director 


J. N. Jonsson, a minister at Pieter- 
maritzburg, Natal, has been named youth 
director of the Baptist Union of South 
Africa. He succeeds Glyn Tudor who 
has served in the post for several years. 
Tudor also has served as president of 
the Baptist Union and a member of the 
youth committee of the Baptist World 
Alliance. 

Jonsson takes over youth work in 
South Africa at a time the youth com- 
mittee has drafted a new constitution 
for its work and declared “the need for 
each youth fellowship to regard itself 
as an integral part of the life of the 
church in which it functions. The youth 
work is not to be regarded as a separate, 
isolated unit. The function of the youth 
department therefore will be to encour- 






age young people to do an active partici- 
pation within the life of the local 
church.” 


SIERRA LEONE: 
Nigerian Missionaries Arrive 


Two missionary couples from the Ni- 
gerian Baptist Convention have arrived 
in Sierra Leone to begin work there in 
what is believed to be the first mission 
effort sponsored by a group of African 
Christians outside their own country. 
They are Rev. and Mrs. F. P. Boyo and 
Rev. and Mrs. I. O. Badejogbin. 

K. G. Dalton, a missionary from the 
Baptist Missionary Society (London), 
welcomed the Nigerians at Freetown and 
sent them on their way up country to 
Magbuaraka from where they will travel 
to the Bumbuna area. 

The Boyo’s with their four children 
and the Badejogbin’s with one child will 
probably settle at Nerekoro, a new town 
in the Bumbuna area. This is an iron 
ore area into which the government is 
moving 40,000 workers. 


Asia 





HONG KONG: 
Expansion Set 

Hong Kong Baptist Association held 
its 22nd annual meeting March 18. This 
was preceded by a week’s conference on 
the Sunday school expansion, with A. V. 
Washburn, Howard Colson, and Keener 
Pharr of the Southern Baptist Sunday 
School Board, USA, speaking. 

David Wong writes that his church en- 
joyed a pre-Easter retreat with W. J. 
Wimpee of USA as speaker. Wimpee 
is an exchange professor from Baylor 
University now in Hong Kong Baptist 
College. 


An Evangelistic Ministry 


Hong Kong Baptist College has much 
opportunity for evangelism as well as 
the book education of its students. Sixty 
per cent of the 1960 student body of 
723 were non-Christian. 

A breakdown of the student body and 
their religious affiliations shows 133 Bap- 
tists among a group of 290 professing 
Christians. The 433 non-Christians in the 
student body included 156 who are seek- 
ing Christianity and 170 who are “‘in- 
terested” in Christianity. 

Sixty-eight students were baptized in 
the 1958-59 school year and 30 in the 
1959-60 year. 


INDIA: 


Courage Strong 
Despite Famine 


A famine that hit the Lushai Hills of 
Assam last year did not have anything 
like the dreadful results of a similar 
disaster 50 years ago, according to The 
Ouest, a magazine for young British 
Baptists. The work of the churches both 
in relief and spiritual ministry are cred- 
ited with ‘notably mitigating the catas- 
trophe.” 

Ron Tucker of Serkawn writes “the 
people are now looking back over the 
year with thankful hearts and are amazed 
that people all over the world, having 
heard of their distress, have helped 
them.” 

“Many people,” writes Miss E. M. 
Maltby, “have had to undertake walks 
of two or three days each week in pouring 
rain to collect rations of rice but they 
still have given to the church a portion 
of each meal pot.” 

Collections have been surprisingly 
high, she said, and the work of the 
church generally has gone forward. The 
mission hospital has increased in size, 
plans for a church high school have been 
implemented. 

In the midst of the famine the Baptists 
and other Christian bodies held a week 
of prayer for “‘all people in distress from 
famines, earthquakes, typhoons and the 
like everywhere.” 


Youth Retreat Planned 

B. R. Moses, South Indian youth lead- 
er, reports plans for a college students’ 
youth retreat May 10-14. The retreat will 
be followed by a summer Bible school 
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with an expected registration of 500 
men, women, youth and children. It is 
expected that most youth attending the 
college retreat will stay through the sum- 
mer school. 


THAILAND: 
Evangelistic Crusade 


There had never been a resident mis- 
sionary in Nakorn Nayoke, a province 
of about 150,000 people, until Rev. and 
Mrs. Jerry Hobbs, Southern Baptist USA 
missionaries, moved there in 1959. Their 
first year of work produced no converts 
and few prospects. 


But an intensive evangelistic campaign 
for six weeks before Christnfas, 1960, re- 
sulted in crowds aggregating at least 
15,000 people and two conversions. 
Many others expressed definite interest 
in becoming Christians and were invited 
to attend weekly evangelistic services. 

The objective of the campaign, accord- 
ing to SBC Foreign Mission Board offi- 
cials, was to gather a nucleus of pros- 
pects and create a receptive atmosphere 
for evangelism in the province. The area 
is traditionally Buddhist. 


JAPAN: 


Asian Youth Conference 
Set for July 17-22 


Japanese Baptists are busy preparing 
for the Second Asian Baptist Youth Con- 
ference scheduled in Tokyo July 17-22. 
The first such conference met in Hong 
Kong in 1956. 

Delegates from the many countries are 
invited also to attend a retreat at Morigo 
campsite July 24-August 5. An attend- 
ance of 60 is expected for the retreat, 
said Takashi Sugai, president of Tokohu 


_ Association Baptist Youth Fellowship.

The European Baptist Federation 
Council has authorized an investigation of 
various Christian radio projects in Eu- 
rope and study resources for producing 
good Baptist programs in various coun- 
tries. 
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THE STORY OF A WOMAN'S GIFT 


Senora Maria's pulpit Bible has a home at last. 

Long a widow, her hands crippled by arthritis, Senora Maria eked out 
a living by embroidering tapestry. From her meager savings she bought a 
large Bible for use on the pulpit of the Baptist church she hoped to see 
established some future day in her beloved Alcoy. 

Daily she sowed seeds of Christian love. She contacted the pastor of 
the Baptist church in Alicante, 30 miles away, and offered her home for a 
mission point. The curious came and left, but some remained. 

Police intervention made the work increasingly difficult. Before a 
church could be formed Senora Maria had to move to the Spanish Baptist 
old folks’ home near Barcelona. Her hopes still alive, she left the Bible 
with the believers she had won at Alcoy. 

In time a graduate of the Spanish Baptist Theological Seminary moved 
to Alcoy and made his home a Baptist center. On December 8, 1960, Alcoy 


Baptist Church was organized with 26 charter members. 

Senora Maria, now 93, was unable to attend the service, unable to see 
her Bible given its home on the chapel pulpit. But the harvest from her 
seeds of love continues: The church has already baptized seven new members. 





Authorization of the study followed a 
report last year by Josef Nordenhaug, 
now general secretary of the Baptist 
World Alliance, on behalf of the Com- 
mittee on Radio and Television. He re- 
ported a division of opinion as to the 
best way of spreading the gospel through 
radio—whether it should be through pro- 
grams on commercial stations or whether 
Baptists should cooperate in the estab- 
lishment of a Protestant station in Europe. 


GREAT BRITAIN: 
Regent’s Park Grows 


British Baptists are in a campaign to 
raise about £150,000 to complete build- 
ings and endow a tutor in Church History 
at Regent’s Park College, the Baptist 
institution at Oxford University. 

A cornerstone was laid in late Febru- 
ary for the first building of the school’s 
new Balding quadrangle. Principal G. 
Henton Davies reported that the number 
of applicants to the college exceeds the 
number of places available and that ap- 
plicants are being turned away. 


GERMANY: 
Capacity Seminary Enrollment 


At the meeting of the German Baptist 
Executive Committee in Kassel Febru- 
ary 21-22, Rudolf Thaut, secretary, re- 
ported that German Baptists in 1960 
baptized new members in the ratio of 


about 2.5 per cent of their total mem- 
bership. This corresponds to the figures 
for the previous year 1959. Four new 
churches were accepted into the mem- 
bership of the Union. 

Because of the political division of 
Germany into east and west, it became 
necessary to establish in 1959 a separate 
seminary for theological students in East- 
ern Germany (DDR). 

The seminary will enroll 18 students 
in the fall of this year which will strain 
their building in Buckow beyond capacity. 

The theological seminary in Hamburg 
will accept 20 new students in the fall. 
This is one half of the applicants. The 
enrollment will again reach the capacity 
of 80. 

The German Baptists maintain a vigor- 
ous work among the 500 students at 
German universities who come from 
Baptist churches. 


YUGOSLAVIA: 
128 Preaching Places 


Yugoslav Baptists, working under the 
ministry of 18 full time pastors, have 66 
churches and 62 missions. They baptized 
128 new converts and organized five new 
churches in 1960. Total membership is 
3,900. Franjo Klem, a pastor at Rijeka, 
reports that the Yugoslav Baptist Union 
consists of several nationalities and lan- 
guages including Slovakian, Croation, 
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Romanian, Slovenian, Hungarian and 
Serbian. 

An active program of women’s work, 
visitation evangelism, Sunday schools, 
and publications is carried on. Eleven 
teams worked in evangelism last winter 
travelling to churches throughout the 
country. Four or five team members 
joined with each pastor in giving testi- 
monies, singing and teaching. 

The Baptist theological school at Novi 
Sad has 14 students enrolled, nine of 
whom are Baptists and five are Metho- 
dists. Six students graduated last year. 
A. Lehotsky is president. Classrooms, 
offices and living quarters are provided 
in newly acquired property. 

Josip Horak was re-elected president 
of the Union at a recent meeting. Lehot- 
sky was re-elected general secretary. J. 
Sudar, a young pastor, is vice-president.

BRAZIL: 
43rd Convention Meets 


The Brazilian Baptist Convention held 
its 43rd annual meeting in Sao Paulo. 
A strong emphasis was placed on home 
and foreign missions with reports from 
the missionary activity being carried on 
by Brazilian Baptists in Portugal and 
Bolivia. Thirteen decisions for volun- 
teers for home mission work were made 
following an address by David Gomes, 
general secretary of the Brazilian Bap- 
tist Home Mission Board. 

Rubens Lopez, pastor of the Vila 
Mariana Church, Sao Paulo, was elected 
president of the convention, succeeding 
David Mein of Recife. John Soren, pas- 
tor in Rio and president of the Baptist 
World Alliance, was named vice-presi- 
dent. Other vice-presidents include J. 
dos Reis Pereira and Valdivio Coelho. 
Tiago Lima and Ebenezer Soares Ferreira 
are secretaries, and A. Antunes de Oliv- 
eira, treasurer. 


CHILE: 
Offerings, Baptisms Rise 


Four hundred messengers to the Chil- 
ean Baptist Convention’s recent annual 
meeting in Temuco “noted a renewed

spirit of progress in all the work.” The 
87 churches, having an average member- 
ship of 100, reported a record 975 bap- 
tisms for 1960. The year's offerings 
totalled $96,146.00 despite the earth- 
quake disaster and national struggle to 
halt inflation. 


CUBA: 
Pena Named President 


Luis M. Gonzales Pena, pastor of the 
Santa Clara Baptist Church, has been 
re-elected president of the Cuban Baptist 
Convention. This is a group of 85 
churches related to the Southern Bap- 
tist Home Mission Board in Western 


Cuba. 


Reports showed 611 new converts bap- 
tized into the churches in 1960 and gifts 
to all purposes of $205,000.00. An evan- 
gelistic service during the convention 
drew a crowd of 1,500. More than 130 
responded to the invitation to accept 
Christ.

ISRAEL: 
New Magazine Launched 


A 16 page monthly magazine called 
Hayahad (Togetherness) has been 
launched in Jerusalem by the Israel Bap- 
tist Convention. Edited by D. Kreider, 
the publication is Israel’s first official 
Christian Church journal in the Hebrew 
language. Baptists in Israel, numbering 
about 115, have churches in Jerusalem, 
Nazareth, Tel Aviv and Haifa related 
to the Foreign Mission Board of the 
Southern Baptist Convention USA.

AUSTRALIA: 
Affiliation Rejected 


Baptists of New South Wales have 
rejected, 365 votes to 74, a proposal that 
“the Baptist Union of New South Wales 
agrees to the Baptist Union of Australia 
joining the World Council of Churches 
and the Australian Council of Churches.” 

A large attendance, including repre- 
sentatives from some churches which are 
seldom represented at annual assemblies, 
attended a special assembly of the Bap- 
tist Union of New South Wales for dis- 
cussion of the issue. A similar vote in 
1950 had shown 220 against affiliation 
to 67 for. 


Emmett Named Editor 


Ian Emmett, pastor of the Parramatta 
Baptist Church, has been named editor 
of the Australian Baptist, succeeding 
Alan Prior, who resigned to give his 
time to other Baptist activities. 

The new editor is a graduate of the 
Baptist Theological College of New 
South Wales and has served as a mis- 
sionary in both India and Pakistan. He 
has been active in denominational work 
and has lectured in evangelism at the 
NSW Baptist College. 
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CANADA: 
McDormand to Eastern 


Thomas B. McDormand, executive 
vice-president of Acadia University and 
former general secretary of the Baptist 
Federation of Canada, has been elected 
president of Eastern Baptist Theological 
Seminary and Eastern Baptist College, 
St. Davids, Pa., USA., effective Septem- 
ber 1. 

He will succeed Gilbert L. Guffin, who 
is moving to Howard College, Birming- 
ham, Ala. McDormand is a member of 
the Baptist World Alliance Executive 
Committee and once served as chairman 
of the Baptist Jubilee Advance. 


USA: 
800 College Students Will 
Aid Summer Missions 


Eight hundred college students, 300 of 
them young ministers, will participate 
in the 1961 summer mission program of 
the Southern Baptist Home Mission 
Board. 

Nathan Porter, associate secretary of 
the personnel department of the Board, 
said that the force of 800 will be the 
highest number of students ever used in 
the project. Previous high was 525. 

The summer missionaries will serve 
June 12-July 18 in every state of the 
USA except Hawaii. They do work com- 
parable to that of regular mission person- 
nel, under the direction of state and 
home mission leaders. 

Students must be at least 18 years of 
age and have completed a sophomore 
year of college in order to qualify. Travel 
expenses to and from the field plus $25 
a week salary are paid by the mission 
board. Local churches provide living 
expenses. 


Inter-Lingual Cooperation 


Alfredo Lerin, president of the Na- 
tional Brotherhood of Mexico, has an- 
nounced the planned publication in 
Spanish of various brotherhood methods 
materials originally published by the 
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Congo Famine Reported Eased 


Relief efforts begun by missionaries and continued by governments have 
eased the famine in the Congo, according to Congo Protestant Relief Agency 
officials, but a desperate need continues for volunteer doctors and more 
medical supplies. A malaria epidemic is reported threatening in south Kasai. 

Robert W. Bontrager said that starvation death rate in the South Kasai 
area around the diamond-mining city of Bakwanga has dropped from a high 
of 200 per day to ‘no more than about 40 per day.” But he said that the 
refugees from tribal warfare, especially children, still suffer from malnu- 
trition and will need continued medical help. Bakwanga is flooded with 


some 300,000 Baluba tribe refugees.

ABC Studies Reorganization 


Delegates to the American Baptist 
Convention, meeting in Portland, Ore., 
in June will consider a plan to provide 
greater unity in their convention organi- 
zation. 

Already approved by the convention’s 
general council, the plan would make sev- 
eral separate but related agencies a part 
of the convention through its general 
council. The Home Mission Societies, 
Foreign Mission Societies, the Board of 
Education and Publication and the Min- 
isters and Missionaries Benefit Board, 
now independent, also are included in 
long range planning. 

Convention leaders hope the new re- 
lationship will make the convention a 
more unified organization rather than a 
group of related societies. 


Oratorio Planned 


Two outstanding educators have been 
commissioned to write and compose an 
oratorio to be produced in honor of the 
150th anniversary of organized Baptist 
missionary work on a national scale in 
North America. 

The American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Societies, acting on behalf of a special 
committee of the Baptist Jubilee Advance, 
commissioned Dean Samuel H. Miller of 
Harvard University Divinity School to 
write the libretto and Ron Nelson, faculty 


member of Brown University, to com- 
pose the score. 

The oratorio, which will be about an 
hour in length, will have several parts 
which can be lifted out as hymns or an- 
thems for use in worship services. It 
will serve as a tribute to Adoniram Jud- 
son, first American missionary to go 
abroad and probably will be introduced 
at a joint meeting of all North American 
Baptists in Atlantic City in 1964. 


Against Sunday Business 


Letters have been mailed to 6,200 Bap- 
tist leaders in Texas urging them to sup- 
port closing of all unnecessary businesses 
on Sunday, Brotherhood leaders of the 
Baptist General Convention of Texas 
said. 

“The increasing number of business 
establishments remaining open on Sun- 
days will definitely decrease spiritual in- 
terests and weaken the moral standards 
of our nation,” the letters stated. 

Recipients were urged “to do whatever 
seems wise and practical to call atten- 
tion to Sunday observances among the 
people of your community.” 


SBC Churches Overseas 
Baptized 31,107 Last Year 


“Overseas” churches related to South- 
ern Baptist (USA) mission work report 
a record 31,107 baptisms during 1960, 
an increase of 2,879 over 1959. These 
brought church membership to 452,975. 

The number of churches increased by 
130 to total 3,399 and missions by 190 
to total 6,522. Contributions through 
the churches and missions amounted to 
$3,262,290.30, an increase of more than 
$1,000,000 over the year before. Sixty- 
four per cent of the churches were self- 
supporting. 
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WHAT IT MEANS TO BE A LAYMAN 


By Howarp E. Butt, Jr. 


(Mr. Butt, a food store chain execu- 
tive and lay evangelist of Corpus Christi, 
Texas, is Vice Chairman for North 
America of the Men’s Department, 
BWA. The following paragraphs are 
reprinted by permission from Decision, 
March, 1961.) 


Se OF OUR great contemporary here- 

sies can be found lurking in the dis- 
tinction drawn between clergy and laity. 
Preachers are not the only men called of 
God. The clergyman does have a divinely 
appointed task, but that can never mean 
that the layman is not called too. The 
layman's gifts and talents and sphere of 
vocational activity may be different, but 
his calling is of God. 


In medicine, technology and science, 
the word “layman” means the casual, in- 
different, uninformed amateur contrasted 
with the dedicated specialist. If that is 
what you mean by “‘lay Christianity,” 
then I am in favor of abolishing the 
word “layman.” I am vigorously op- 
posed to the concept that, because a man 
makes his livelihood in the secular world, 
God expects but a partial commitment 
of his life. 


The Bible stresses that every Christian 
is a priest. We are a kingdom of priests 
unto God. ‘The priesthood of all be- 
lievers’” does not mean that there are 
no more priests. It means that we are 
all priests. We cannot escape it. 


* * * 


The layman is sent into the world in 
exactly the same way that Jesus Christ 
was sent—as an agent of redemption. 


When Jesus said, “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel,” he meant 
it geographically, but he also meant it 
vocationally. Go ye to Africa, Korea, 
Indonesia, yes. But also—go ye into the 
world of business, law, education, me- 
chanics, art, music, government, agri- 
culture. Go ye into all the worlds and 
preach the gospel there. 


The layman has a life within the 
church, in its worship, fellowship and 
instruction. From there he moves into 
the world of daily concrete affairs, to be 
a witness, a minister of reconciliation, a 
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servant of God. He is a man who lives 
in two worlds. 


The Christian can never become so 
immersed in the world that he becomes 
overwhelmed by its evil. On the other 
hand, he cannot become so involved in 
the routines of religious organization that 
h2 loses his perspective concerning the 
nature of the church, or loses contact 
with the world for which Christ died.

Brothers in Christ 


Brothers in Christ, a 78 page book by 
Fritz Blanke, translated by Josef Norden- 
haug, relates the history of the first 
Anabaptist congregation. This Anabap- 
tist group at Zollikon near Zurich, Switz- 
erland had its beginnings in 1523 and 
was stamped out by authorities in 1527. 
But, according to the author, “the village 
of Zollikon on lake Zurich was a place 
where, within Protestant history, the first 
attempt was made to bring into being a 
Christian community independent of the 
state and resting on voluntary member- 


ship.” 


The writer then summarizes: 


“Such an experiment was bound to fail 
in its first attempt, and the only ‘‘mis- 
take” of which we may accuse the men 
and women of Zollikon would be that 
they went at their task too early, before 
the time was ripe. In reality, that was 
no fault but an heroic deed. There will 
always be a need for men who, uncon- 
fused by the spirit of the age, set out 
for new goals and strive toward a new 
dawn. The Zollikon ‘Brothers in Christ’ 
were such a vanguard. This daring has 
not been in vain. In gratitude we bow 
before them today.”

Mennonites and Baptists 


The paper delivered by Dr. E. A. 
Payne at the special Convocation of Mc- 
Master Divinity College, Hamilton, Can- 
ada, in September 1960, has now been 
printed as an article, “Contacts Between 
Mennonites and Baptists,” in Founda- 
tions (Vol. iv. No. 1, January, 1961). 
Dr. Payne traces the historical links be- 
tween the Dutch Mennonites, followers 
of Menno Simons (1496-1561), who 
“joined himself to the sadly persecuted 
and distraught Anabaptists.”’ 

It was with a group of Amsterdam 
Mennonites that John Smyth and Thomas 
Helwys and their fellow-refugees from 
England began to worship in 1607 and 
by them were probably influenced in their 
views about baptism. Long after the 
return of Helwys to England and the 
formation of the English Baptist

Churches (both General and Particular) 
links were maintained both by corres- 
pondence and visits between English 
Baptists and Dutch Mennonites. For 
many years the Dutch Mennonites sup- 
ported the Baptist Missionary Society. 
Details of the Dutch “Baptist” churches 
and their ministers (translated by a young 
Leicester minister named William Carey) 
appeared in Rippon’s Annual Register 
of Baptists, though the “Baptists” of 
Holland were, in effect, Mennonites. The 
Register also included details of Men- 
nonites “in Prussia, Poland, the Pala- 
tinate, Switzerland, France and Russia.” 
Even as late as 1905, when the first Bap- 
tist World Congress was held in London, 
the estimate of world Baptists included 
the statistics of the Dutch Mennonites. 
Dr. Payne pleads that Baptists and 
Mennonites should endeavor to learn 
more of each other and encourage closer 
contacts than the occasional exchange 
of greetings at world gatherings.
